A c o n tra c t b u tc h e r 
w ith cattle was w ith us to supply u.-* 
w ith m e a t and tho q u a r te r m a s te r hud 
to buy o th e r supplies on the ro u te, when 
be had a ch ance to do ao. 
b u t a t th a t 
time such a chance cam e not o ften . 
O ur n e x t halt w as a n o th e r b rie f one 
at F o rt G ibson, w here we a rriv e d a f t e r 
a six days m a rch and a g ain a le m ore 
fresh bread. 
T hen we cro ssed the 
C anadian R iv e r 
sw im m ing, 
b u t our 
w agons w ere ferried over, and in D e­ 
cem ber 
we rea ch ed and erv»oaed th e 
Red R iv er n ear G rayson. 
At this tim e it was so cold we had to 
diam u»t, m a rc h on foot arid lead our 
ho rses to p re v e n t us from freezing. 
We had to put our ow n b la n k e ts on 
ou r horses 
H eavy co ats >»t ice fo rm ed 
upon the horses backs, even ov er the 
blankets, and we h ad to tiring th e ani 
m ala in fro n t o f the fires to m elt ties 
ice off them . 
As we had no b lan k ets 
to p ro te c t us, 
we built im m ense log 
fires. 
Many of our men burned o v e r­ 
coats, tro u se rs and h a ts in g e ttin g too 
close to th e tire,
